The 
banks of the city of New York alone 
have $76,000,000 in gold in excess of the 
amount they arc required by law to 
keep on hand. They cannot loan th is 
money ut any rate of interest. H is a 
burden on their hand;;. We have no 
means of knowing the amount of sur- 
plus money that is held by banks in 
other cities, but it is cno'inous. 
The 


gold holdings of Chicago are said to be 
fully as great as thoFi1 of New York, and 
the surplus must be about the same. 
The proposed bonds arc to bear 3 per 
per cent interest and are to be sold nt 
par. 
The banks of Boston, New York 


and Chicago would take every one of 
them in seven months, and it would be 
equal to finding; 3 per cent on $200,OOJ ,- 
000. 
Then the banks would begin to 


draw the gold out of the treasury again , 
and before Carlisle's term of olHce ex- 
pired the gold bugs would make another 
demand for bonds, the proceeding won Id 
be repeated indefinitely and not a single 
inhabitant of the nation, except the 
gold hups, would profit by the business . 
This is single standard finance." 


THE Democratic I'icayu nc of 
Xew 


Orleans wants the bounty retained on 
sugar, according to tho original inten- 
tion, and offers some very good reasons 
in support of the contention that it 
should bo. It says: 


Were the bounty allowed to continue 


• undisturbed and the beet sugar of the 
West, as well aa our own cane industry, 
be permitted to develop nt the rate of j 
the last few years, it would bo but a 
comparatively short time before the 
masses of the people, instead of having 
competition in sugar, with the attend- 
ant cheapening of prices during a few 
months only, would have such competi- 
tion during the greater part of the year, 
while the bulk of the sugar consumed 
would be the product of home industry 
and Inbor. 


There is no question that consumers 


as well as producers would be benefited 
by continuing the sugar liounty until 
the domestic industry is thoroughly es- 
tablished, but the program is to reverse 
existing industries as affected by the 
tariff t-o fur as possible, and the sugar 
producers may as well ma*ke up their 
minds that the foundation upon which 
they have begun to build is to be undo r- 
mined by the present administration. 
Sections of the country which gave a 
practically solid support to the party 
which declared that protection is uncon- 
stitutional certainly have the least right 
to complain if they are taken at their 
word.

THE LORD I/AYOR OF LONDON.

The fountain of municipal honor iu 


England undoubtedly springs from the 
Guildhall. London, which justly claims 
to be accounted tho most ancient of our 
municipal halls, i;eeing that tho lord 
mayors of the last oifflit centuries are, 
tvith justice, assumed to have had pro- 
totypes in the Human prefect and tho 
Saxon fortri'ye or portgntve. 


For u considerable number of years 


the robes of the lord mayor, the court of 
tldermen and tho common councilors 
havo been settled with a precision that 
none save the most reckless of innovators 
would presume to disturb. Tho lord 
mayor himself has his "gold" robo for 
tho occasion of the annual Guildhall 
banquet and for tho times when he pro- 
ceeds in state either to the new law 
courts or to the houses of parliament. 
The aldermen have their scarlet gowns, 
tho sheriffs their distinctive and very 
handsome robes and chains, while tho 
cotnmmi rninu-ilrira rejnirn in ifmvns 
called "mazarines," it being generally 
understood that inazarine is u term for 
R particular dark blue color, although, 
according to some lexicographers, maza- 
rine also menus a drinking vessel ar.dan 
old uny of dressing fowls, 


Thi'ii, ayain. when the sovereign conies 


into t:ie city thfi lord mayor is bound to 
don :i robo of crimson or purple velvet 
trimmed with ermine. At th« time of 
this investiture he wears a massive gold 
chain, but when he is honored by re- 
election nt tho expiration of his terra of 
office he wears two chains. Tho mnco 
of silver gilt, surmounted by a royal 
crown nnd the imperial urins, is carried 
before the mayor by the authority of 
tho charter of Edward III While tht 
city possesses no liiss than four swords, 
ouo called the "Pearl," presented by 
Queen Besa when she opened tho first 
royal exchange, and so called from its 
'being richly sot with pearls. This sword 
precedes the chiel magistrate on all oc- 
casions of rejoicing and festivity. The 
sword of state is carried before the lord 
mayor as an emblem of his sovereignty 
within tho city proper. Tho "black" 
sword is used on' fast days in Lent and 
at tho death of any member of the royal 
family, while the fonrth sword is that 
placed close to tho lord mayor's chair at 
the central criminal court.—Londoi 
Telegraph,
